Land all the Time, till by an Obſerva- 
tion, we found we were in the Latitude 
of 34 Degrees and an Half, South of the 


Line 5 OUr- Meridian Diſtance from the 
Ladrones, 22 Degrees 30 Minutes Eaſt; 
when a freſh. Gale of Wind ſpringing 


up at Seuth and by Eaſt, oblig d us to 


Hale Cloſe for that Evening; at Night 
it blew ſuch a Storm, that we were o- 


blig'd to yield to the Force of it, and go 
away afore it to the N. or W. by VV. till 


we came to the Point of that Land we 


paſt before; here the Land tending to 
the Weſt we run in under the Lee of a 


ſteep Shore, and came to an Anchor in 


25 Fathom Water, being the ſame 


Country we were in before. Here we 


rid very ſafe for fixe Days, the Wind 


continuing to blow very hard all the 
Time from the South Eaſt. 


My Men would fain have had me 


one a Shore again, and traffick d with 


the People for more Gold; but I, who 


was ſtill in queſt of farther Diſcoveries, 
thought, I knew enough of this Place, 
to tempt my Friend the Merchant, 
whoſe favourite Deſign was that of ma- 
king new Diſcoveries, to another Voy- 


age there; and that was enough for me. 
80 I declin'd going on Shore again, ex- 


cept, that we ſent our Boats for a Re- 
cruit of freſh Water; and our Men, 
while they were filling it, ſhot a Brace 


of Deer, as they were feeding by the 


Side of a ſwamp or moiſt Ground; and 


alſo ſome Wild-Ducks. Here we ſet up 


a great wooden Croſs, and wrote on it,

about three Leagues ; the Coaſt having 


turn d away to the Eaſt and by South 5 
very high Land and Mountainous; and 


with Snow. .* 
Our ſecond Mate and the Boatſwain, 


the Tops of ſome of the Hills cover'd, - 


upon this Diſcovery, were for coming 


Kc and ſent to me for Orders to 


make Signals to the other Ship and our 


Brigantine, who were both a-Head, to 


do the like; but I, who was willing to 


acquaint myſelf, as fully as I could, with 


the Coaſt of the Country, which I made 
no Queſtion I ſhould have Occaſion to 


come to again, ſaid, No, No, I will 


ſee a little farther firſt. So I run on 
having an eaſy Gale at N. E. and good 
Weather, till I came within about a 
League and an Half of the Shore, when 
I found, that in the very Bite or Nook 
of the Bay, there was a great Inlet of 


Water, which either muſt be a Paſſage 


or Streight between the Land we had 
been on Shore upon; which in that 
Caſe, muſt be a great Iſland, or that it 


muſt be the- Mouth of ſome, extraordi- 


nary great River. 


This was a Diſcovery. too great to be. 


omitted, ſo I order'd the Brigantine to 


ftand 
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ſtand in with an eaſy Sail, and ſee what 


Account could be had of the Place: 


Accordingly they ſtood in, and we fol- 


lowꝰ'd about a League, and then lay by, 
waiting their Signals. I had particularly 


order d them to keep two Boats a-Head 
to ſound the Depth all the Way, and 
they did ſo; and how it happen d, we 
know not, but on a ſudden, we heard 
the Sloop fire two Guns firſt, and then 


one Gun; the firſt was a Signal to bring 


too, and come no farther; the next was 


a Signal of Diſtreſs; we immediately 


tack d to ſtand off, but found a ſtrong 


Current ſetting directly into the Bite, 
and there not being Wind enough for 


us to ſtem the Current, we let go our 


Anchors in 22 Fathom Water. 
Immediately we. mann'd ont all the 
. great and ſmall, to go 
and aſſiſt our Brigantine, not knowing 
what Diſtreſs ſne might be in; and they 


found ſhe had driven up, as we were 
| like to have done too far into the Chan- 


* 


nel of a large River, the Mouth of 


which, being very broad, had ſeveral 


Shoals in it; and tho' ſhe had dropp'd 


her Anchor. juſt upon Notice which the 


Boats who were Sounding, gave her ; 
yet ſhe tayl'd a-Ground upon a Sand, 
and ſtuck faſt; our Men made no Doubt 


but ſhe would be loſt, and began to 
think of ſaving the Proviſions and Am- 


munitions out of her. The two Long- 
Boats accordingly began to lighten her; 
and firſt they took in her Guns, and let 
out all her Casks of Water; then they 
began to take in her great Shot and the 
heavy Goods. But by this Time, they 


found their Miſtake, for the Current, 
which I mention d, was nothing, but 


a ſtrong Tide of Flood; which, the 


Indraught of the River being very great, 
ran up with a very great Force; and, in 


. 


tantine fleeted again. 
However ſhe ſtuck fo lo 


ſomething leſs than an Hour, the Bri-

Sand, and the Force of the Current or 
Tide was ſo great, that ſhe receiv d con- 
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on both Sides, to ſee, if they could find 
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ſiderable Damage; and had a great deal 


of Water in her Hold. I immediately 
order d our Boats to row to the Land | 
a Place to lay her on Shore in; they 
did ſo, and found a very convenient 


Harbour, in the Mouth of a ſmall River; 


which empty d itſelf into the great - 
River, about two Leagues within the 
Foreland of it, on the North Side; as 


the River Medway runs into the Thames; 
within the Mouth of it, on the South 
Side; only this was not far up. 

Here they ran in the Sloop immedi- 
ately, and the next Day we came thither 


alſo; our Boats having ſounded the 


whole Breadth of the main River, and 
found a very good Channel, half a 
League broad, having from iy to 24 
Fathom Water . all. the Way, and very 
good riding. 


Here we found it abſolutely neceſſary, 
to take every Thing out of the Brigan- 
tine, to ſearch her Bottom; for her.ly- - 
ing on Shore had ſtrain d her Scams, and 
broke one of her Floor Timbers; and 
having Hands enough, our Men un- 
loaded her in a very little Time, and. 
making a little Dock for her, mended 
all the Damage in about 10 Days Tune, 
But ſeeing her in ſo good a Condition, 
and the Place ſo convenient, I refoly'd | 
to have her Bottom new chalk d and payd; 
ſo we made her as cleàn as ſhe, was when 
ſhe firſt came off the Stocks. 

This I took for a good Opportunity, 
to careen and clean our other Ships too; 
for we had done little to them ſince we 


came from Madagaſcar. We found our

her ſheathing, which we help'd as wel 
as we could, by new nailing, and by 
taking out ſome Pieces of Wh 
and putting new ones in. But as to 


our great Ship, ſhe was ſheath'd with 
Lead, and fo had receiv d no Damage | 


at all; only that ſhe was very foul, 
which we remedied by ſcrapingandclean- 
ning, and new graving her quite over. .

We found thoſe People clothed, ge- 
nerally. ſpeaking, over their whole 
Bodies, their Heads, Arms, Legs, and 
Feet excepted; but not ſo agreeably as 


thoſe. we mentien'd above; and we 
found that the Clothing of theſe, were 


generally the Skins of Beaſts, but very 
artfully put together; ſo that though 
they had neither Needle or Thread, yer 
they had the ſame Plant as I mention'd . 


| before, the Stalk of which, would ſo 
ſtrongly tye likea Thread, that they peel d 


it off thicker or finer as they had Occaſion, 


and made Uſe of it abundance of Ways 


to Tye and Twift, and make their 
Clothes with it, as well for their Oc- _ 


caſion, as if it had been woven in a 


We found ſeveral of theſe People had, 


little Bits of Gold about them; but 


when we made Signs to them to know 
where vhey got it, and where it might 


be had, they made Signs again, point- 


ing to the Country, onꝰthe North Side 
the River, ſo that we had, it ſeems, 
chopt upon the right Gold Coaft, in our 


firſt coming: They pointed indeed like- 


wiſe, to ſome very bigh Mountains, 
which. we ſaw at a great Diſtance F. H. 
fo. that it ſeems as if there was Geld 
tonnd that way alſo, but it ſeems the 


People here had not much of it for 
TTY. 
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The Men here, had Bows and Ar- 


rows, and they uſed them ſo dexterouſſy, 


that a Wild-Gooſe flying over our Heads, 


one of the Indians, ſhot it quite through 


wich an Arrow. One of our Men was 
ſo provok'd, to ſee them, as it were, to 
out do him; that ſome time after, ſee- 
ing a Couple of Ducks flying fair for a 
Mark, he preſented his Piece and ſhot 
them both yigg... 

I was very angry, when J heard the 


Gun, had I been there, he had never 
got Leave to ſhoot : However, when it 
Was done, I was pleas d well enough to 


ſee the Effect it had upon theſe poor in- 


nocent well-meaning People; at firſt 
it frighted them to the laſt Degree, and 
I may well fay, it frighted them out of 


their Wits, for they that were near it, 
ſtarred ſo violently, that they fell down 
and lay Speechleſs ſor ſome Time: Thoſe 
that were farther off, ran away, as if it 


had been ſome new Kind of Lightning 


and Thunder, and came out of the Earth 


Inſtead of out of the Clouds: But 
when they ſaw the poor Creatures fall 
down dead out of the Air, and could 
ſee nothing that flew up to them to kill 


them, they were perfectly aſtoniſh'd, 


and laid their two Hands on their 
Breaſts, and look d up to Heaven, as if 
they were faying their Prayers, in the | | 
| Brrings of Beads wrapt up and ty d in its 


ſolemneſt Manner imaginable. 
However, this Accident gave them 


terrible Ideas of us, and I was afraid at 


firſt, they would run all away from us 


for fear: I therefore us'd them after it, 
with all the Kindneſs' and Tenderneſs 


imaginable ; gave them every Day one 
Trifle or other, which tho' of no Va- 
lue to me, they were exceeding fond of; 


and as we askd nothing of them, but 


Proviſions, of which they had great 


Plenty, and gave us enough every Day 


to ſatisfy us: As for Drink, they had 


none of the Milky Liquor, which we 


had on the other Part of the Country: 
But they had a Root, which they 


ſteep'd in, their Water, and made it 
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drink hot, as if Pepper had been in d: 
which made it ſo ſtrong, that tho it 
would not make our Men Drunk; it 


was worſe, for it made them Mad. 


I was fo pleas d with theſe People, 
that I came over to them every other 


Day, and ſome of our Men lay on 


the Shore, under a Sail pitch'd for 4 
Tent; and they were ſo ſafe, that at 


_ laſt, chey kept no Watch, for the por 
People neither thought any Harm, or 


did any; and we never gave them the 
leaſt Occaſion to apprehend any Thing 
from us, at leaſt, not till our Men fir d 


the Gun, and that only let them know 
ve were able to hurt them, not giving 


them the leaſt Suſpicion that we intend- 
ed it; on the contrary, one of our Men 


play d an odd Prank with them, and 


| fully fatisfy'd them that we would do. 


them do Harm; this Man having ſeen 
one of their Children, a little laugh- 
ing ſpeechleſs Creature, of about two 


Years: old; the Mother having gone 1 


from it a little Way, on ſome particular 
Occaſion, the Fellow takes it and led it 
Home to the Tent, and kept it there all 


Night. 


The next Morning, he dreſt it up 
with Beads and Jewels wonderous fine, | 


a Necklace about its Neck, and Brace- 


lets of Beads about its Wriſt, and ſeveral 


Hair, having fed it, and laid it to ſleep, 
and made much of it all Night; in this

ſeeras, was, ſhe did not know whether 
to Hope or Fear, for ſhe did not know 
whether the Man would give back her 
Child, or take it away again. 


But when the Man, who had the 
Child in his Arms, had been told by 


Signs, that this was the Mother, he 
beckon'd to have her come to him, and 
ſhe came, but trembling ſor Fear. Then 


he took the Child, and Kiſſing it two or 


three Times, he gave it her into her 
Arms. But it is impoſſible, to expreſs 
by Words, the Agony the poor Wo- 


man was in; ſhe took the Child, and 
Holding it in her Arms, fix d her Eyes 


upon it without Motion, or as it were, 


Without Life, for a great while; then 
the took it, and embrac'd it in the moſt 


paſſionate Manner imaginable: When 
this was over, ſhe fell a Crying ſo vehe- 


mently, till ſhe ſobb'd; and all this 


while, ſpoke not one Word: When the 
Crying had given ſufficient Vent to her 


Paſſion, then ſhe fell a Dancing, and 


making a ſtrange odd. Noiſe, that we 


cannot deſcribe, and at laſt, ſhe leaves 
the Child, and comes back to the Place 


where our Men were, and to the Man 
that brought her Child, and, as ſoon as 
ſhe came up to him, ſhe falls flat on the 


Ground, as I have deſerib q above, the 
Queen and her Women did, and up 
again immediately; and thus ſhe did 


three times, which it ſeems, was her 
Acknowledgment to him for bringing 
The next Day, for her Gratitude did 
not end here, ſhe came down to our Tent, 
and brought with her two Sheep with 


a great back Burthen of Roots, of the 
Kind, which I ſaid, they: ſteep d in the 
Water; and ſeveral Fruits of the Coun- 
try, as much as two Men, who came 


with her, could carry; and theſe ſhe 


gave all to the Man that had brought 


mov d, at the affectionate Carriage of 
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this poor Woman to her Child, that

They took her Preſent, but the Man 


: that receiv d it, took the Woman, and 
dreſt her up as fine almoſt as he had 
done the Child, and ſhe went Home 
like a Kind of a Queen among them.

that the Earth Was a fat loomy Mould, 


that the Herbage was ſtrong, that the 


Graſs, in ſome Places, was very rank 


and good, being as high as our Mid- 


Thigh; and that the Air was neither 


very Hot, nor as we believe, very Cold;

Our Chocolate was brought 
us up in the ſame Manner, in deep Cups, 
all of Gold, and it was made in Veſſels 
all of Styver. *' e 
It would be troubleſame to the very 
Reader, to interrupt my Account with 
the Relation of all the fine Things he 


had in his Houſe, and I could not be 


perſuaded, but that he had borrowed all 
the Plate in the Town to furniſn out 
his Side-Board and Table; but my Doc- 
tor told me, it was nothing but what 
was very uſual among them that were 


Men of any Subſtance, as it was appa- 


rent he was; and that the Silverſmiths 
at St. Jago ſupplied them generally with 
their Plate ready wrought, in Exchange

I was ſurpriz d at the Quantity, more 


than at the Thing itſelf, having, as 1 


have ſaid, ſeen the Gold which the In- 


dians found in the Countries I have de- 


ſcrib'd, which ſeem'd to have little or 


no mixture; but then I was to have. 


conſider d, that what thoſe Ladians ga- 
ther d, was farther from the Hills which 


it came from, and that thoſe rough, 


irregular Pieces would not drive ſo far 
in the Water, but would lodge them- 


ſelves in the Earth and Sands of the 
Rivers nearer home; and alſo, that the 


Indians, not knowing how to ſeparate_ 


the Gold by Fire from the Droſs or 
Mixture above, did not think thoſe 
rough Pieces worth their taking up, 


whereas the Spaniards here underſtood 


much better, what they were about.

went ſeveral Times incognito, yet it was 
bol no Conſequence to me, neither did I 


defire it. 


One Night I had a very ſtrange Fright 


here, and behav'd myſelf very much 
like a Fool about it: The Caſe was this; 


I wak'd in the Middle of the Night, 


and chancing to open my Eyes, I ſaw a 
great Light of Fire, which to me ſeem d 


as if the Houſe, or ſome Part of it, had 


been on Fire; I, as if I had been at

moſt monſtrous, inconceivable Height. 
My Patron ſtopping here, and get? 
ting down, or alighting from his Mule, 
gave him to his Man, and asking me td 
alight, told me, this was the firſt Night's 


Entertainment I was to meet with in 
the Andes, and hop'd I was prepared for 


it. I told him, that I might very well 
Conſent to accept of ſuch Entertainment; 


in a Journey of my own contriving; 2s 
he was content to take up in Compli- 
mee enn 7 EY, 

1 look'd round me, to fee if there 


were any Hats or Cots of the Moun- 


raniers thereabouts, but I perceived 
none; only J obſery'd ſomething like 2 
Houſe, and it was really a Houſe of 
fome of the ſaid Mountaniers upon the 


Top of # Precipice as high from where 


we ſtood, as the Top of the Cupulo of 


St. Pauls, and J faw fome living Crea- 


tures, whether Men or Women, I could 


net tell, looking ſrom thence down 


upon us : However, I underſtood after- 
wards, that they had Ways to come at 


their Dwelling, which were very eaſy 
and agreeable; and had Lanes and Plains 


every 
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every thing growing that they deſir d. the Left, till our Courſe loo d F. by 


My Patron making a Kind of an In- 
vitation to me to walk, took me up that 


dark Chaſm, or opening on the Right 


Hand, which IJ have juſt mention d: 


Here, Sir, = he, if you will venture 


to walk a few Steps, tis likely we may 


ſhew you ſome of the Product of this 


Country; but as it grew towards Night, 


he added, but I ſee it is too dark; per- 
haps we may do it in the Morning: And 
with this, we walked back towards the 


Place where we left our Mules and Ser- 


vants, and when we came thither, there 


was a complete Camp fixed, three very 
handſome Tents made, and a Bar ſet up 


Servants, and the Baggage, lay toge- 
ther with an open Tent over them. 
My Patron led me into the firſt Tent,

and told me, he was oblig'd to let me 


* 


know, that I muſt make ſhift with that 
Lodging, the Place not affording any 


Here we had Quilts laid very: arti- 


ficially and clever, for me and my three 
Comrades, and we lodge d very com- 


fortably; but before we came to that, 


we had the third Tent to go to, in 


which there was a very handſome Table, 
cover'd with all conveniencies, and; in 


3 Word, with a cold Treat, that is to 


bey, cold roaſted Mutton and Beef, very 


well dreſs'd; and after that, ſome 


potted 'or bak'd Veniſon, with Pickles; 


Conſerves, and very fine Sweetmeats. 
Here we eat very freely, but he bid 


us depend upon it, that we ſhould not 


fare ſo well the next Night; and ſo it 
would be worſe every Night, till we 
came to lie intireby at a Mountanier's; 


but he was better to us than he pre-

In the Morning, we had our Choco- 
late as: regularly as we uſued to have 
it in his own Houſe, and we were up, 
and ready to travel in a Moment. We 


went winding now from the! S. E. to

N. when we came again to have the 


River, in View. But I ſhould have ob. 
ſerv'd here, that my two Midſh ipmen, 


and two of my Patron Servants, had, 


by his Directions, been very early in 


the Morning, clambering up the Rocks 
in the Opening on the Right Hand, and 


had come back again about a Quarter 
of an Hour after we ſet out; when, 
miſſing my two Men, I eriquir'd for 


them, and my Patron ſaid, they were: 


coming; for, it ſeems, he ſaw themat 
a Diſtance, and ſo we halted for them. 

When they were come almoſt up to 
| Us, he call'd to his Men in Spaniſh to | 
at a Diſtance, where the Mules were 
tied one to another to graze, and the 


ask, if they had had Hna bon Yejo ? They 


anſwer d, Poco, Poco: And when they 
came quite up, one of my Midſhipmen 
- ſhew'd me three or four ſmall Bits of 


- * 


clean perfect Gold, which they had 
pick d up in the Hills or Gullet where 
the Water trickI'd down from the Rocks 
and the Spaniard told them, that had 


they had Time, they ſhould have found 
much more, the Water being quite 
down, and No- body having been there 


ſince the laſt hard Rain. One of the 
Spaniards had three {ſmall Bits in his 
Hand alſo ; I ſaid nothing for the pre- 
ſent, but charg d my Midſhipmen to 
mark the Placc, and ſo we went on 
Wie follow'd up the Stream of this 
Water for three Days more, encamping 
every Night as. before; in which time 
we paſs d by ſeveral ſuch Openings into 
the Rocks, on either Side. On the 
fourth Day we had the Proſpect of a 


very pleaſant Valley and River below us 


on the North Side; keeping its Courſe 


almoſt in the Middle ; the Valley reach- 


ing near four Miles in Length, and in 


ſome Places near two Miles broad. 
This Sight was perfectly ſurpriſing; 


becauſe here we found the Vale fruitful; 
level, and inhabited, there being ſere? 


ral ſmall Villages or Cluſters of Houſes 
ſuch 2s the (hilians live in, which are low 


Houſes, cover d with & Kind of Sedge; | 


and 


and ſhelter'd with little Rows of thick 
grown Trees, of what Kind we know 
not. C 
We ſaw no Way thro', nor which Way 
we were to go; but ſaw it every where 
| bounded with prodigious Mountains, 


look to which Side of the Valley we 


would: We kept ſtill on the Right, 
which was now the South-Eaſt Side of 
the River, and, as we follow'd it up 
the Stream, it was ſtill leſs than at firſt, 
and leſſen'd every Step we went, be- 
cauſe of the Number of Rills we left 
behind us: And here we encamp'd the 
fifth Time, and all this while the Spa- 
niſþ Gentleman victualled us: Then we 
turned again to the Right, where we 
had a new and beautiful Proſpect of an- 
other Valley, as broad as the other, but 
not above à Mile in Length. | 


Patron rides up to a poor little Cottage 
of a Chilian Indian, without any Cere- 
mony, and calling us all about him, 
told us, that there we would go to 
Dinner: We ſaw a Smoke indeed in the 
Houſe, rather than come out of it; and 
it ſmother'd thro' a Hole in the Roof 
inſtead of a Chimney : However to this 
Houſe, as to an Inn, my Patron had ſent 
away his Mayor Domo and another Ser- 
vant, and there, they were as buſy as 
two Cooks, boiling and ſtewing Goat's 
Fleſh, and Fowls, making up Soup, 
Broth, and ſuch Hodge-Podge, as it 
ſeems they were us'd to provide, and 
which, however homely the Cottage 
was, we found very ſavoury and good. 
Immediately a looſe Tent was pitch'd, 
and we had our Table ſet up, and Din- 
ner ſerv'd in, and within about two 
Hours, we had eaten it, repos'd our- 
ſelves after it (as the Cuſtom there is) 
and were ready to travel again. 
Thad Room all this while to obſerve, 
and wonder at the admirable Structure of 
this Place, which may ſerve, in my 
Opinion, for the eighth Wonder of the 
World; that is to fay, ſuppoſing there 
CCTV 
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After we were thro' this Valley, my

were but Seven before. We had in che 
Middle of the Day, indeed, a very hot 
Sun, and the Reflections from the 
Mountains made it {till hotter ; but the | 
_ Heighth of the Rocks on every Side be-

gan to caſt long Shadows before Three 


o Clock, except where the Openings 
look'd wk the Weſt, and e as 
thoſe Shadows reach d us, the cool 
Breezes of the Air came naturally on, 
drawing every Way exceeding pleaſant 
ani ref gn, nh ct. 
The Place we were in, was green and 
flouriſhing, and the Soil well cultivated 
by the poor induſtrious Chilians, who 
liv'd here in perfect Solitude, and pleas d 
with their Liberty from the Tyranny of 
the Spaniards, who very ſeldom viſited 
them, and never moleſted them, being 
pretty much out of their Way, except 
when they came fromHunting and Diver- 
ſion; and then they uſed the Chilians 
always civilly, becauſe they were oblig'd 


. - 


to them for their Aſſiſtance in thei 


Diverſions ; the Chilians of thoſe Valleys 
being very active, ſtrong, and nimble 
Fellows. . EX 203 16-155 
7: By this Means, moſt of them are fur- 

_ niſhd with Fire-Arms, Powder, and 
Shot, and were very good Marks-Men; 
but as to Violence againſt any Body, 
they entertain d no Thought of that 
Kind, as I could perceive, but were 
content with their Way of Living, which 
was eaſy and free. 1 

The Tops of the Mountains here, the 
Valleys being ſo large, were much 
plainer to be ſeen, than where the Paſ- 
ſages where narrow; for there the 
Heighth was ſo great, that we could ſee 
nothing. Here, at ſeveral Diſtances 
(che Rocks towring one over another) 
we might ſee Smoak come out of ſome, 
Snow lying upon others, Trees and 
Buſhes growing upon others; and Goats, 
Wild-Aſſes, and other Creatures, which 
we could hardly diſtinguiſh, running 


about on others. | 1 5 
When we had paſs d thro this ſecond 
Ve, 
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Valley, I perceiv'd we came to a narrow 
Paſſage, and ſomething like the firſt; 
the Entrance into it indecd was ſinooth, 
and about a Quarter of a Mile broad, 
and it went Winding away to the North, 


and then again turn d round to the N. E. 
afterwards almoſt due Eaſt; and then to 


the S. E. and ſo to S. F. E. aud this 


frightful narrow Straight, with the 


hanging Rocks almoſt cloſing together 
on the Top, whoſe Heighth we could 
neither ſee or gueſs at, continued about 


three Days Journey niore, moſt of the 
Way aſcending/gently upwards And as 


to the River, it was by this Time quite 


loſt; but we might ſee; that on any 
Occaſion of Rain, or of the Melting of 
the Snow upon the Mountains, there 


was a Hollow in the Middle of the Val- 
ley, thro which the Water made its 
Way, and on either Hands the Sides of 


the Hills were full of the like Gullies,

not the Earth only, but the Rock them- 
ſelves, even the very Stone, ſeem'd to 
be worn and penetrated by the continual 
Fall of the Water. „ QUST 
Here my Patron ſhew'd me, that in 
the Hollow, which I mention d, in the 
Middle of the Way, and at the Bottom 


of thoſe Gullies, or Places worn, as 
above, in the Rocks, there were often 
found Pieces of Gold, and ſometimes, 


after àa Rain, very great Quantities ; 
and that there were few of the 
little. Chilian Cottages, which I had ſeen, 
where they had-not ſometimes a Pound 


or Two of Gold Duſt, and Lumps of 


Gold by them ; and he was miſtaken, 
if I was willing to tarry, and make the 


Experiment, if we did not find ſome, 


even then, in a very little Search. 
The Chilian Mountaneer, at whoſe 


Houſe we had ſtopp'd, to dine, had 


gone with us, and he hearing my Patron 
ſay thus, runs preſently to the hollow 


Channel in e Middie; there was a 


Kind of a Fall, or Break in it, where

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| this Place of Horror ; and you ſhall ſee | 
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three Foot, had made a little Place 
deepet than the reſt 5 and which, tho! 
there was no Water then running, yet! 


had Water in it, perhaps the Quantity 


ot a. Barrel or two: Here, with the 


Help of two of the Servants, and an 
Kind of Scoop, he preſently threw out 


the Water, with the Sand, and what- 
ever was at Bottom among it, into the- 
ordinary Water-Courſe ; the Water fal- 
liagithus hard, every Seoop- full upon 
the Sand or Earth that came out of the 
Scoop before it, waſh'd: a great deal of 
it away; and among that which remain d, 
we might plainly ſee little Lumps of 
Gold ſhining as big as Grains of Sand, 
and ſometimes one or two a little bigger. 
This was Demonſtration enough to 
us; I took up ſome ſmall Grains of it, 
about the Quantity of half a Quarter of 
an Ounce, and left my Midſhipmen to 
take up more, and they ſtaid indeed ſo 
long, that they could ſcarce ſee their 
Way to overtake us, and brought awa 
about two Ounces in all, the Chilian and 
the Servants very freely given them all 
they found. _ ff 
When we had travell'd about nine 
Miles more in this winding frightfol | 
narrow Way, it began to grow towards 
Night, and my Patron talk'd of taking 
up our Quarters as we had before; but 
his Gentleman put him in Mind of 2 
Chilian, one of their old Servants, who 
liv'd in a Turning among the Moun- 
tains, about half a Mile out of our Way, 
and where we might be accommodated ! 
again with the Helps of a Houſe, and 
Place, at leaſt, for Our Cookery: Very 
true, ſays my Patron, we will go thi- 
ther, and there, Seignior, ſays ke, turn- 
ing to me, you ſhall ſee an Emblem of 
complete Felicity, even in the Middle of 


a Prince greater, and more truly ſo, 
than King Philip, who is the greateſt 
Man in the W- . .:: 
Accordingly we went ſoftly on, h 

Gentleman having advanc'd before, and,

beheld a deep, large Valley, almoſt Cir- 
cular, and of about a Mile Diameter, 
and abundance of Houſes, or Cottages, 
interſpers'd;all over it, ſo that the whole 
Valley look'd like an inhabited Village, 
and the Ground like a planted Garden. 


We, who, as I faid, had been for 


ſome Miles aſcending upwards, were ſo 
high above them, that the low Valley 
look d, as the Low Lands in England 
look below Box-Hill, in Surrey; and I 


began to ask, how we ſhould get down? 


But as we were come into a wider Space 
than before, ſo we had more Day- light; 
for though the hollow Way had rendred 


it near dusk before, now it was almoſt

clear Day again. 


Here we parted with the firſt Chilian 


that I mentioned, and I order'd one of 


my Midſhipmen to give him a Hat, and 


2 Piece of black Bays, enough to make 


him a Cloak, which ſo oblig'd the Man, 


that he knew not which Way to teſtify 


his Joy: But I knew what I was doing 
in this; and I ordered my Midſhipman 


to do it, that he might make his Ac- 


quaintance with him againſt another 
Time, and it was not a Gift ill-beſtow'd, 
as will appear in its Place. 15 

We were now: oblig'd to quit our 
Mules, who all took up their Quarters 


at the Top of the Hill, while we, by

in Spaniſh: As ſoon as he had ſaid that, 


he turns to his Barbarian, I mean, his 
Servant, for he was as ugly a look'd Fellow 
as ever I ſaw, and taking his Gun fro 
him, preſented it to me, my Patron bad 


me take it, for he ſaw me a little at a Loſs 
what to do, telling me, that as it was 


the greateſt Compliment that a Chilian 


could pay to me, he would be very ill 
pleaſed, and out of Humour, if it was 
not accepted, and would think we did 
not care to be friendly with him. | 


As we had given this Chilian no No- 

tice of our coming, no, not a Quarter 
of an Hour, we could not expect great 
Matters of Entertainment, and, as we 


carried our Proviſion with us, we did 


ſtand in much need of it; but we had I 


no Reaſon to complain.

like Couches all along the other Side,

Our People ſet up their Tents and 


Beds abroad as before ; but my Patron 


told me, the Chilian would take it very ill, 
il he and I did not take up our Lodging 
in his Houſe, and we had two Rooms 
provided, very magnificent in their Way.

Canopy over it, ſpread like the Crown 


of a Tent, and coverd with a large Piece

e Men, not forgetting the maih

the Sand and Gravel in theſe Brooks fot 


Gold; but the Harveſt of Gold ſeemd 


to be over, for here they found none; 
They had alſo an Occaſion to diſcover. 
that till the Land-Waters were abated, 


there was no ſtirring for them, no, not 


ſo much as to croſs the firſt River; nor; 
if they did, could they find in their 


Hearts to venture, not knowing, büt 
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the Waters might ſtill. riſe higher, and 
that the two Rivers might ſwell into 
one, and ſo they ſhould be ſwallow'd 
up, or if not, they might be ſurrounded 


in ſome Iſland, where they fhould 


periſh for want of Proviſions ; ſo they 
reſolv'd to fetch their Baggage from 
the Hill, as well as they could, and 


encamp in thoſe pleaſant Plains, as neat 
the River as they could, till the Vaters 


ſhould abate. | Socks 

While they ſtay'd here, they were ſo 
far from having Hopes that the Waters 
would: abate, that it rain'd violently for 
almoſt three Days and Nights together; 
and one of theſe rainy Mornings, look- 


ing our at their Tent Door, (for they 
could not ſtir Abroad for the Rain) they 
were ſurpriz d, when looking towards 


the River, which was juſt below them, 
they ſaw a prodigious Number of black 
Creatures in the Water, and ſwimming 
towards the Shore where they were. 


They firſt imagin'd they were Porpuſ- 

ſes, but could not ſuggeſt any Thing of 
that Kind at ſuch a Diſtance from the 
Sea, when one of the Men, looking at 
them through a Glaſs, cried out, they 


were all black Cattle, and that he could 


perceive their Horns and their Heads; 


Uu | upon 
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take their Hazard. 
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on this, others looking with their 


_ Glaſſes alſo, ſaid the ſame ; immediately, 
every Man run to his Gun, and, not- 


withſtanding it rain d hard, away they 
march'd down to the River's Side with 
all the Speed they could make. 

By that Time they reach'd the River- 
Bank, their Wonder increaſed, for they 


found it. was a vaſt Multitude of black 


Cattle, who finding the Waters riſe be- 
tween the two Rivers, and, by a natu- 
ral Sagacity, apprehenſive of being 
ſwept away with the Flood, had, 
One and All, took the Waters, and. 


were ſwimming over to this Side for 


Safety. 


You may very well ſuppoſe, the Fel- 


lows, tho they wanted a few ſuch 
Gueſts as theſe, yet were terrified with 
their Multitude, and began to conſider 
what Courſe tq take when the Creatures 
ſhould come to land, for there was a 
monſtrous many of them : Upon the 


whole, after a ſhort Conſultation, for the 
Creatures came on apace, they reſolv d to 


get into a low Ground, where, they 


perceived, they directed their Courſe, 


and, in which, there were a great 
many Trees, and that they would all 
get up into the Trees, and fo lie ready 
to ſhoot at them as they landed. 
Accordingly they did ſo, except that 
Five of them, cutting down ſome large 
Boughs of a Tree, got into a little 
Thicket cloſe to the Water, which they 
ſo fortify'd with the Boughs of the Trees, 


that they thought themſelves ſecure

within, and there they poſted them- 
ſelves, reſalving to expect them and 


When the Creatures came to land, it 
was wonderful to obſerve, how they 


"lowed and roared, as it were, to bid one 


another welcome on Shore, and ſpread- 


ing themſelves upon the neighbouring 
Plain, immediately lay down, and row- 


ling and ſtretching themſelves, gave our 


People Notice, chat in ſhort, they had 


nc a great Way, and were very much 
o | off © | EE. i 3 
Our Fellows, you may ſuppoſe, 4 = 
about them, and the five Men that fix d 
themſelyes in the Thicket, had the 
faireſt Opportunity, for they kill'd 11 
or 12 of them as ſoon as they ſet their 
Foot on Shore, and lam'd as many. 


And they had a Tryal of Skill, for 
as they kill'd as many as they knew 


what to do with, and had their Choice - 


ol Beef, if they kill'd a Bull, they let : 


him lie, as having no Uſe for 8 
but choſe the Cows, as what they 
thought was only fit for eating. | 

But, I ſay, now they had a Tryal 
of Skill, namely, to ſee if they could 
maim ſome of them, ſo as not to kill _ 


them, and might bring them to carry 


their Luggage : This. was a Kind of 
fruitleſs Attempt, as we afterwards told 
them, to make a Baggage-Horſe of a 
wild Bull. %%% 
However, they brought it ſo far to 


pa, that having wounded ſeveral young 


Bulls very much, after they had run 
roaring about with the Hurt, they lay 


down and bled fo, as, that it was likely, 


they would bleed to Death; as ſeveral of 

them really did; but the Surgeon ob- 
ſerving two of them to be low enough 
that he might go to them, and do what 
he would with them, he ſoon Rtopp'd 
the Bleeding, and, in a Word, heal'd 
the Wounds ; all the while he was do- 
ing this, he caus'd Food, that is to ſay, 
Grals and Boughs of Trees to be brought 
to. them for Food, and in four or five 
Days, the Creatures were very well: 
Then he caus'd them to be hamper'd 
with Ropes and tied together, ſo that 

they could not fight with their Heads 
or run away with their Heels; and 
having thus brought them to a Place 


juſt by their Tent, he caus'd them ta 


be kept ſo hungry, and almoſt ſtarw'd, 
that when Meat was carry'd them, they 
were ſo tame and thankful, that, at laſt, 


they 


they would eat out of his Hand, and 
ſtretch out their Heads for it, and when 
they were let 2 little | looſer, would 
follow him about for a Handful of Graſs, 
like a Dog for 2 Bone. 


to Hand, he, by Degrees, loaded them, 


they were unruly as they were at firſt, 


he would load them with more than 
they could well carry, and make them 

ſtand under the Load two or three 
Hours, and then come himſelf and 


bring them Meat, and take the Load 
off; and thus in a few Days, they knew 
him ſo well, that they would let him 
da any thing with them. © 

When they came to decamp, they 
tied them both together, with {ſuch 
Ropes as they. had, and made them 
carry a very great Weight. They 


trid the Experiment with two more, 


but they fail'd, one died, the other 


prov'd untractable, ſullen and outrage- 
They had now lain here 12 Days, 
having Plenty of Proviſion, in which 
Time the Weather proving fair, the 
Land-Waters run off, and the Rivers 


came to their old Channels, clear and 


calm: The Men would gladly have 
gone back to the Sands and flat Shore 
of the Lake, or to fome other Part to 
look for Gold; but that was impracti- 
cable now, ſo they march'd on, and 
in two Days, they found the firſt River 
ſeem d to turn ſo much to the South, 
that they thought it would carry them 
too far out of the Way, for their Or- 


ders were to keep about the Latitude 


of 40 to 50 Degrees, as is faid before, 
ſo they refolv'd to get over the firſt 


River as ſoon. as they could; they had 


not gone far, but they found the River 
ſo, ſhallow, chat they eaſily forded it, 

Bulls and all, and being ſafely landed, 
they travell'd croß the Country directly 


to the great River, which they found 
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- alſo very low, tho! not like io be forded _

Now, they thought, they were in

| 1, 4 large Canoe to carry them down this

River, which, as it ſeem'd latge, ſo 


the Current ſeem'd to be leſs rapid 


and furious, the Channel being deep 
and full. . n 

They had not ſearch'd long, but 
they found three Trees, as they thought, 

large enough, and they immediately 
went to work with them, fell'd them, 
and ſhap'd them, and in four Days 


Time, they had three handſome Canoes ; 
one largef than the reſt, and able to 
carry, in all, 15 or 16 Men; but᷑ this 


was not enough, ſo they were fore d 
to look out farther for two Trees more, 
and this took them up more Time. 

However, in about a Week they 


launch'd them all: As for Days, they | 


had loſt their Account of Time; fo 


that as they had, ſome times, no Room 


to diſtinguiſh one Day from another, 


ſo they, after fome Time, quite forgot 
the Days, and knew not a Sunday from 


a Working-Day any more. 


While theſe Canoes were making, 


the Men, according to the old Trade, 
fell to rummaging the Shores of this 


River, as they had done the other, for 


Gold, nor did they wholly loſe their 


Labour, for in ſeveral Places they found 


a pretty deal; and here it was, that a 
certain Number of them, taking. one 
of the Canoes that were firſt made, took 
a Voyage of their own Heads, not 
only without Command, but | againſt 
Co ; and having made a. little 
Maſt and Sail to it, went up towards 
the Lake, reſolving to go quite into the 
Lake, to find another Golden Shore or 
Gold-Coaft, as they call'd it. DR 

To give a particular Account of this 
wild Undeneking, would be too long, 


nor

nor would the Rogues give much Ac- 
count of it themſelves ; only, in ſhort, 
- that they found a Sand pretty rich in 
Gold, work'd upon it five Days, inde- 


fatigably, and got à good deal, ſuffi- 
cient, had they brought it back, to 


have tempted the reſt to have gone all 
to the ſane Place: But at the 


awa 6 
End of five Days, ſome were for return- 


ing, and others for ſtaying longer, till 


the Majority prevail'd to come back, 
repreſenting to the reſt, that their 


Friends would be gone, and they ſhould 
be left to ſtarve in that wild Country, 
and ſhould never. get home; ſo they 


all got into the Canoe again, but quar- 
rell d when they were in, and that, to 
ſuch an unreaſonable Height, that, in 
ſhort, they fought, over-ſet the Boat, 
loſt all their Gold and their Arms, ex- 
cept three Muskets which were laſh'd 
under the Thouts or Benches of the 
Canoe, ſpoil'd their Ammunition and 
Proviſion, and. drowned one of their 
Company; ſo they came home to the 
reſt by weeping Croſs, wet and almoſt 
il. Eat 

This was a baulk to them, you may 
ſure, and put a Damp to their new Pro- 
jects; and yet, fix of the ſame Men 


were ſo bold afterwards, as to demand 


to be diſmiſs'd, and a Canoe given them, 


and they would go back, they ſaid, to 
the Golden Lake, where, they did not 
doubt, they ſhould load the Canoe with 
Gold; and if they found, when they 
came back, we were gone, they would 
find their Way back thro' the Moun- 
tains, and go to the rich Spaniard, who, 
they did not doubt, would get them 
| Licenfe to go back to Exxabe with the 
Gallones, and, perhaps, they ſaid, they 
might be in England before us. 

Bur the Captain quell'd this Mutiny, 


tho! there were four or five more come 


into it, and ſhewing them the Agree- 


ment they had made with me, their 


Commander; the Obligation they were 
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under, and the Madneſs of their other 
Propoſal, prevailed with them to gg

forward with the reſt, and purſe the 


Voyage, which he now repreſented © 


to be very eaſy, being, as it were, all 


the Way down Hill, that is to ſay, with 
the Stream; for all knew the River 
they were in mult go to the Sea, and 
that, in or near, the Latitude which 
they knew the Ship had appointed to 
wait for them. However, to ſoſten 
them a little, and, in ſome Meaſure, | 


to pleaſe them, he promis'd, that, if 
they met with any Succeſs in the Search 


after Gold, in the River they were in, 


as he did not Queſtion bur they ſhould, 


he would Conſent to any reaſonable 
Stop that they ſhould propoſe, not ex- 


ceeding five Days in a Place, and the 
Places to be not leſs than five Leagues 
off from one another. 


Upon theſe Terms they conſented, 
and all embark'd and came away, tho' 
extreamly mortify'd for the Loſs of one 
of their Companions, who was a brave 


ſtout Fellow, very well beloy'd by 


all the Company, but there was no Re- 
medy; ſo they came on in five Canoes, 


and with a great Stock of Proviſions, 


ſuch as it was, Viz, good - freſh Beef 
eur'd in the Sun, and 15 Peruvian Shecp 


alive, for when they got into the Coun- 


try, between the two Rivers, they | 


found it eaſy to catch thoſe Creatures, 
who, before that, - would not come near 
them. ; dd On 
And now they came down the River 
apace, till they came to another Golden 


Shore, where, finding ſome Quantit 


of Gold, they claim'd their Caprain's 


Promife, and accordingly, they went 


all on Shore to work, and pretty good 
Succeſs they had, picking up from 
among the Sands, a conſiderable 


tity of Gold; and having ſtay d four of 


the five Days, they found they had clear'd 
the Place, which was not of a long Ex- 


tent, and ſo they chearfully came on. 
| : They

| They came on for 11 Days toge- 
ther very willingly, but then found 


the Channel of the River divided it- 
ſelf, and one went away to the leſt, 
and the other to the right; they could 


not judge which was the beſt to take; 


but not queſtioning, but that they 


would meet again ſoon, they took the 


Southmoſt Channel, as being moſt 
direct in the Latitude; and thus they 


proceeded for three or four Days more, 


when they were oblig'd to put into the 


Mouth; of a little River, that fell into 
the other, and made a good Harbour 


for our little Fleet. 
Here, I ſay, they were oblig'd to 


put in for want of Proviſions, for they 


had eat up all their Guinacoes, and their 


two tame Bulls too, the laſt of which, 
they ſoon repented, as you will ſee 


preſently. „„ his 
After they had been a Hunting, and 


ſhot a couple of Deer and a Cow, with 


a Kind of a Hare, as big as an Engliſh 
Fox, they ſet forward again very 
merry, and the more, becauſe they 
had another little Piece of a Gold Coaſt, 
where, for two Days, they had very 
good Luck again; but judge how they 
were ſurpriz d, and in what a Con- 
ſternation they were, when coming 
down farther the ſame River, they 
heard a terrible Noiſe in the River, 
as of a mighty Cataract, or Water-fall, 
which increas'd as they came forward, 
till it grew ſo loud, that they could 
not hear themſelves ſpeak, much leſs 
hear one another. | — 


frightful; ſo at length, leſt they 
ſhould be hurried into it before they 


were aware, they went all on Shore, 


doing all by Signs and dumb Po- 


ſtures, for it was impoſſible to hear 
any Sound... - 
Notwithſtanding this, it was near 


ſix Miles to the Place, which, when 
they perceived, ſome of them went 
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back to bring on the Boats, and ſo 


brought them as near the Place as they 


durſt, and run them on Shore into x 


little Place of the Bank, juſt big enough 
to hold them: When they had thus 
ſecur'd the Boats, they went to view) 
the Water-fall ; but, how was they 


 aſtoniſh'd > When they found, that 


there were not one, but five Water- 
falls, at the Diſtance of about two 
Miles from one another, ſome more, 
ſome leſs, that the Water fell a prodi- 
gious Height; ſo that it was impoſ- 
ſible any Boat could bear to launch 
down the Cataract and not be daſhed 
in Pieces. N 5 
They now ſaw there was no Re- 


medy, but that they . muſt loſe the 


Benefit of their five Canoes, which had 
been ſo comfortable to them, and by 
which, they had come above 400 Miles 
in a little Time, with Safety and 
Pleaſure. „„ 

Theſe Cataracts made the River 
perfectly uſeleſs to them for above 20 
Miles, and it was impoſſible to drag 
their Canoes that Length over Land; 
ſo in ſhort, they unloaded them, and 
for their own Satisfaction, they turn d 
one, the biggeſt of them adrift, and 
let it go to the firſt Cataract, placing 
themſelves ſo beyond, that they might 
ſee it come down, which they did, and 
had, the Pleaſure of ſeeing it daſh'd in 


Pieces on the Rocks below. 


Well, there was no Remedy, but 
they muſt leave their Boats behind 


them; and now, as I have ſaid, they 2 
As they approach'd, it was the more | 


had Time to repent killing their two 
tame Bulls, who would have done them 
good Service; but it was too late to 
look back upon what was done and 
over, ſo many Days before; they had 
now no Remedy, if they would go 
forward, but to take up their Baggage 


upon their Shoulders, and "walk on 


Foot: The only help they- had, was, 
that they had gotten five Guinacoes 
XX | 5 more, 


more, which, tho they were hungry, 


and would fain have eaten, yet, as they 
carry d, at leaſt, 500 Weight of their 
Luggage, they choſe to faſt and walk, 
rather than feaſt and work; ſo they 
went on as well as they could, till they 
got paſt theſe Falls, which, tho not 
above 20 Miles, coſt them five Days 
Labour. FX Lo 


Then they encamp'd again to refreſh 


themſelves, and conſider of what was 
next to be done: They were thus 
long upon this ſhort Journey for many 
. Reaſons. | 


1. Becauſe they were oblig'd to 
employ the beſt Part of two Days in 
Hunting for their Food, in which 
Time, five of them ſwimming over the 
River to ſhoot at ſome. black Cattle, 
extreamly fatigu'd themſelves in pur- 
ſuing them, but did, however, ſhoot 
| five Cows and Bulls; but then it was 
at ſuch a Diſtance, that it was more 
Pains to drag the Fleſh along to the 
River's Side, than it was worth to have 
it, only, that they were, indeed hun- 
ger-ſtary'd, and mult have it. 


2. They found ſtill ſome little Quan- 


tity of Gold in the Water, that is to 
ſay, below the Falls, where the Wa- 


ter, after, by falling with ſuch Force, 


it had made a Pit or Hole of a vaſt 


Depth, as is uſual at a Mill-Tail, had 
thrown up a Shoal again ; at, perhaps, 5 
'2 Mile Diſtance, there they took up 


ſome Gold, whenever the Water was 
low enough to come at the Shoal. 
3. The Weight of their Baggage 
made them travel heavy, and ſeldom 
above five or ſix Miles a Day. | 


Being now come to the open River, 


they thought of building more Floats, 


but they were diſcourag'd from this 
Conſideration: That they did not 
know, but in few Days March, there 
might be more Water-falls, and then

took up their Tent, and began to travel 


But here, as they kept the River, 


cloſe” on Board, as the Seamen call it, 
they were at a full Stop, by the coming 
in of another River from the S. V.

it they knew not; they ſent two Men 
up the additional River ſome Length,

and he brought Word, that it was, 
indeed; narrower by much, but no 


where fordable, but deep and rapid. 


At the ſame Time, they ſent two 
more nimble Fellows down the Coaſt 


of that River, to ſee if there were no 
more Water-falls, who brought them 


Word, there were none for 60 Miles. 
While they lay here, at the Point 


of the Influx, expecting the Return of 


their Scouts, they us d what Diligence 


they could in getting Proviſions ; atid 
among the reſt, they kill'd three Cows 


and Bull on the other Side of the big- 


geſt River; but not knowing how to 


bring them over, they concluded to go 
over, as many as could ſwim, which 
was the better Half of them, and ſit 


down by it, and roaſt and broil upon 


the Spot, as much as they could eat, 


and then bring over as much as they 


could for their Fellows. 

They got Boughs of Trees, and 
bound them together, then wrapt the 
Meat in the Hides, and laid it on the 
Wood, and a hundred little Contri- 


vances to get it over; ſo that on one 


Side or other, they got all the Meat 


eaten or brought over: What they got 
on their own Side the River, they made 


better ſhift with. 

On the Return of their Scouts, they 
found there was no Remedy, but tp 
build ſome new Veſſels of one Kind or 


another, to take in their Baggage and 


after the 


Proviſion which they did, 
GE oo Manner 
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Manner of their firſt Floats; for they 
found no Trees big enough to make 
Canoes; when therefore, they had 
made one great Float, they reſolv'd to 


make two ſmall Boats like Vauls or 


Skifts, with which they might row 
their large Float or Barge ; and as this 
they might do with ſmall Stuff, fo 
they found Means to line chem within 


and without with the Bulls Hides, and 
that, ſo dextrouſly join d, and lapp d 


or roll'd one over another, that no 


Water came through, or but very 


little. „% 

With theſe two Boats they ferried 
over the ſmall Rivers with Eaſe, each 
Boat carrying ſix Men, beſides two to 
row; and when they were over the 
ſmall Rivers, the two Boats ſerv'd to 
tow their great Punt or Barge cloſe by 
the Shore. | 


The greateſt Difficulty was for Tow- ä 
Lines to draw the Boats by, and that 


they ſupplied, by twiſting a ſtrong 
rough Kind of Flag or Ruſh, which 
they found in the River, of which, 
with great Application, they made a' 
Kind of a Rope-yarn, and then twiſt- 
ing it again, made ic very ſtrong. | 

This was the Voiture with which 
they carry'd themſelves down to the 
Sea, and one of theſe Boats it was, 


that we ſpy d, as above, coming to us, 


in the Bay. 


They had yet above 450 Miles to 


the Sea, nor could they at any Time 
tell or gueſs how far off it might be. 
They went no more or leſs every Day, 
but twas but ſlowly, and not without 
great Labour, both of Rowing and 
Towing: Their Proviſions alſo caſt

ters, was now ſo

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farther Bank of the, River, but it look d 
all Water like the Sea; they could not 
imagine what it mult be, fo, the next 
Day, they row'd towards it wich one 
of their little Boats, when they were 
ſurpriz d, to find that it was the Vor- 
thern Branch of the River, which they 
had ſeen go off before they came at the 
Water-falls, which River being now 
increaſed with many other great Was. 
great, that the 
Mouth of it might be ſaid to be, four 
or five Miles over, and rather receiv'd 


this River, which they were on, into 


it, than ran into this; but after this, 
it contracted itſelf again, tho ſtill it 
was to be ſuppos'd near à Mile and 
Half over. „ 

They were not glad of this Con jun- 


ction of the Waters at all, becauſe the 


great Water being thus join'd, they 
found the Stream, or Current, more 
violent, and the Water, upon the leaſt 


Stirring of the Wind, much more tur- 


bulent than it was before; and, as 
their great Float drew but little Water, 
and ſwam flat upon the Surface, ſhe 


was ready to founder upon every Occa⸗- 


ſion: This oblig'd them, almoſt every 


Night, to ſeek for ſome little Cove or 


Creek to run her into, as into Har- 


bour to preſerve her; for if the Wind 
blew off Shore, they had enough to do 
ro keep her from driving off, if it blew 
off from the Rivef, tho it were, other- 


_ wiſe, little Wind enough, yet it made 


them much Labour, and it was a great 


Deal of Difficulty, that they were 


oblig'd, firſt to hunt and kill, and then 
to bring it to the Camp, which was 


always cloſe to the River's Side. 
After they had rravell'd thus for 
lome Time, following the Courſe of 


a Rippling or Chopping of the Waves, 
that they had much Difficulty to keep 
it from filling her. 5 8 

All the Country, on the Side of 
this River, was a little higher Ground 


than Ordinary, which was its Security 


from Land-Flogds, and their Security 
too; for ſometimes the River was ſeen 
to riſe, and that ſo as to overflow a 
great Extent of Land on the other

the River, behold they came to a Place;  * 
where, of a ſudden, they could ſee no 
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Side. Hence, perhaps, the other Side

But as it now was, thoſe Lower

This Part of the Country, they were

Niere they found a great Quantity 
of Deer than they had ſeen in all 
their Journey, which they often had 
good Luck to kill for their Supply of 
Food, the Creatures not being ſo ſhy 


and wild, as they had found farther 


within the Country. 


It may be noted here, and tis very 


obſervable, that in all this Journey, I 
do not learn, that they ſaw either 
Wolf or Fox, Bear or Lion, or, in- 
deed, any other ravenous Creature, 
which they had the leaſt Reaſon to be 
ſhy or afraid of, or which, indeed, 
were frightful to the Deer; and this, 
perhaps, may be the Reaſon, why the 
Number of thoſe Creatures is ſo great, 
which, as I have faid, is greater there 
than at other Places. :

They had, I fay, travell'd thus far 
with great Difficulty, the River being 


fo large: But, as they obſerv'd it grew 


larger and larger, the farther they went, 
ſo, they ſaid, they did not doubt, but 
that, in a little more, they ſnould come 
to the Ses. 1 


They alſo obſerv'd, that now, as 


they found the Waters larger, and the 


Rivers wider, they kill'd more FowIl 


than formerly, and particularly, more 
of the Duck- foot Kind, tho' they could 
not perceive any Sea-Fowls, or ſuch as 
they had been uſed to. They faw 2 
great many wild Swans, and ſome Geeſe, 
as alſo Duck, and ſome Mallard, and 
Teal; and theſe, I ſay, increas d as they 
drew near the Sea, „

ir the Fiſh which the Rivers produc'd, 

tho they ſometimes carch'd a few in the 
taller River; but, as they had neither 
Fiſhin g-Hook or Nets, which was the 
only Gmiſſion in my letting them out, 
they had no 8 to furniſh 
themſelves.

They had, likewiſe, no Salt, neitler 
was it pofflble to furniſh chem with 
Galt, ſo they cur'd their Meat in the 
Sun, and feaſon'd it with chat excellent 
Sauce call'd Hunger. 

The Account . gave, of diſcover- 
ing our five Men, was thus, in ſhort : 
They had been dor tvo Days, par

This was, you will conclude, a very 


joyful Night, and the next Morning,

other Shore, had left them, and in

the Morning, joyfully enough, as has 
We were overjoy'd at meeting, yon

not able to bring them along, and the 
River grow ing very broad and dangerous.

that, at that ſaid Port, they ſnould 
ever) Man have the one hundred 
Pounds I had promis d them, as above, 
for the undertaking this Journey, de- 
livered to them in Money, rhat is to 
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ay, in Cold. Duſt; and that they alone, 


ſhould have v full Liberty to go on 
Shore with it, and go whither they 
would, no Man whatever, but them

Pounds Reward for their Journey; 


their Wages, and their - Share of Pearl, 
and other Advantages, made them very 
rich; for their Cargo, when caſt up 


Shore, might, perhaps, amount to 


about four hundred Pounds a Man: 
How they diſpos d of themſelves, or 
their Money, I never gave myſelf the 
Trouble to enquire, and, if I had, tis 
none of my Buſineſs to give an Account

We diſmiſs'd alſo, near 80 of our 
Men, afterwards, in a little Creek, 
which was at their own Requſt; for 
them having been of the Madagaſcar 


Men, and, by Conſequence, Pyrates, 


they were willing to be eaſy, and 1 
was as willing to make them fo, and, 
nerefore, clear'd with as many of 
them as deſir d it. But I return to

tion with our Travellers, I took them 


all on Board, and had Leiſure enough

We had nothing now to do, but to 
male the beſt of our Way for England; 
and ſetting Sail from the Mouth of the 


River Camerones, ſo the Spaniards call it, 


the 18th of January in which, we had 
a more difficult and unpleaſant Voyage, 
than in any other Part of our Way, 


chiefly becauſe, being a rich Ship, and 
not knowing how Affairs ſtood in Eu- 


rope, I kept to the Northward; as far | 


as the Banks of Newfoundland ſteer- 
of Galitia, 
where we touch'd, as above; after 


which, we went through the Channel, 
and arriv'd ſafe in Dunkirk-Road, the 
12th of April; and from thence gave 


private Notice of our good Fortune 
to our Merchants and Owners; two of 
whom came over to us, and received 
at our Hand, ſuch a. Treaſure, as gave 
them Reaſon to be very well ſatisfy d 
with their Adventure: But, to my great 
Grief, my particular Friend, the Mer- 
chant, who put us upon all the Curio. 
ſity, and all the Diſcovery you have 
heard of, was dead before our Return; 


which, if it had not happen'd, this 


new Scheme of a Trade round the 


World, had, perhaps, never been made 


Publick, till it had been put in Prac- 
tice, by a ſer of Merchants deſign d to 


be concerned in it, from the New Au- 


ſtrian Netherlands. 
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
